Under the most 
difficult conditions, and notwith- 
standing hostile and even ma- 
licious criticism, he has pushed 
steadily on, seeking at all times 
the welfare of the whole people 
and the enactment of laws equi- 
table and just and fair to every 
section and every interest in our 
land. 

By his {ndomitable spirit and 
through the wisdom and states- 
manship of himself and his as- 
sociates America won for herself 
the spiritual leadership of the 
world, a leadership which she 
still maintains in spite of a vain 
and contemptuous purpose en- 
gendered by partisan Repub- 
licans. 

« League of Nations. 

2. We favor the plan for the 
promotion of the peace of the 
world by the establishment of 
the league of nations. And we 
favor the ratification of the 
treaty of peace, including the 
league of nations, without reser- 
vations which tend to weaken or 
nullify the provisions of the 
covenant and the purposes of 
the league. We accept the assur- 
ance of the President of the 
United States that the covenant 
as drawn amply protects the 
constitutional privileges of Con- 
gress, and it is not subversive of 
any purely American interest, 
yet such is eur devotion to the 
principles of the league that we 
are willing to accept the ratifi- 
cation of the treaty, including 
the league covenant, with such 
regervations as do not impair 
or vitiate in the least degree the 
primary object of the covenant. 
We denounce, however, the re- 
fusal of Senator Lodge and 
other Republican chieftains in 
the Senate to accept the terms of 
ratification indicated by the 
President and his supporters in 
the Senate as effectually safe- 
guarding American rights and 
likewise preserving the great 


» alm of the league of nations. 


We tnetruct the Missouri del- 
egation to the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention to vote as a 
unit for the adoption of a plat- 
form approving the league of 
nations without destructive res- 
ervations upon the part of the 
Senate. 

Our Conduct of the War 

3. We record «with the deep- 
est pride the successful con- 
duct of America in the world 
war and acknowledge the debt 
of gratitude due those adminis- 
tering the affairs of our country 
in its hour of peril. Rejoicing 
with all patriotic Americans in 
the blessings of an heroic vic- 
tory,,we deprecate the martisan 
olanforAwhich has sought to ob- 
scure the memorable achieve- 
ment of the-American army and 
navy and to cast doubt upon 
their accomplishments. We con- 
demn as vicious and intolera- 
ble the petty attacks for politi- 
cal effect, directed against those 
who were charged with respon- 
sibility in the conduct of the 
war, and especially condemn the 
scandalous effort of discredited 
political leaders to detract from 
the merited honor due the Pres!i- 
dent of the United States for his 
incomparable leadership during 
those crucial days in which all 
civilization was in peril and 
American institutions at stake. 

Plank on Americanism. 

4. We unreservedly declare 
our intention to conrtibute to 
patriotic endeavor rather than 
compromise with subtle fofces 
seeking to underniine our na- 
tional integrity, whether by co- 
vert digloyalty in time of war or 
contemptible propoganda in time 
of peace. We are devoted to the 
highest qualities of American- 
ism, and yield no concession to 
sinister influences, whether em- 
anating from hostile forefgn 
groups of the menacing red ter- 
ror of Bolshevism. We pledge 
our support to those higher 
forces in our netional life con- 
cerned in the development of an 
American spirit, unsullied by 
foreign influences and untainted 
by radicalism directed against

~ the basic elements of American 
policies and standards. 
On Law Enforcement, 

5. The Democratic party has 
from its organization been the 
champion of individual rights, 
in so far as the exercise of such 
rights are consistent with good 
government and existing laws, 
said party has always been in fa- 
vor of the strict enforcement of 
all laws, either constitutional or 
statutory, and we reiterate our 
allegiance to the principle of the 
strict enforcement of all laws, 
both national and state. 

6. We call the attention of all 
citizens to the record of inaction 
and incompetence of the Repub- 
lican party during the 18 months 
in which it has been in control 
of Congress, its complete failure 
to carry out its promises made 
during the campaign of 1918, its 
failure to meet and solve the 
many pressing and critical prob- 
lems of reconstruction. We de- 
clare that there has not been in 
generations a Congress so barren 
of statesmanship and achieve- 
ment. It has sacrificed on the 
altar of partisanship the rights 
and interests of our people, has 
prolonged the chaos in Europe 
and has retarded the adjustment 
of after-war problems. 

Relief for the Soldiers. 

7. To our soldiers, sailors and 
marines, whose deeds excited the 
admiration of the world § and 
brought victory to us and our al- 
lies in the late war, we acknow!l- 
edge our deep debt and pledge 
our loyal support. 

We call attention to the well- 
known fact that the present Re- 
publican Congress has forfeited 
the confidence placed in it by the 
American Legion on Nov. 11, 
1919, when the legicn in national 
convention assembled decided to 
forego recommendations on ad- 
justed compensation legislation 
and to “leave with confidence to 
Congress the discharge of this 
obligation.”’ 

No steps were taken by the 
present Congress to discharge 
this duty. Congressional records 
are devoid of action or accom- 
plishment. 

The American Legion, des- 
pairing of initiation and support 
in this Congress, has formulated 
plans and drafts of bills to se- 
cure this belated justice to those 
who served. The definite pro- 
gram presented to Congress em- 
braces the following forms of 
compensation: 

lL. Land settlement, 
all states. 

2. Aid in the purchase of 
homes in either country or city. 

3. Vocational education for 
all ex-service men. 

4. Adjusted compensation 
based on length of service. 

This convention heartily in- 
dorses the above program and 
pledges its support in securing 
for those who have been handi- 
capped, either bodily or financli- 
ally, by military or rava! service 
in the late war a just and fair 
return along the lines 
forth, for the sacrifices 
by them in our country’s cause 
and in its hour of peril. 

“Living Wage” for Labor. 

8. We favor, as the Demo- 
cratic party has ever favored, 
just and equitable laws in behalf 
of our laboring people. The 
laborer is entitled to a Nving 
wage, but the term “‘living 
wage” should not be Imited in 
its definition or in its practical 
adjustment to a wage sufficient 
merely to meet the actual ex- 
penses of living. It ought to in- 
clude such a sum in addition to 
this as will enable the American 
laborers to live and support their 
families under conditions and in 
cifcumstances commensurate 
with the dignity and ambition of 
patriotic American citizens. 

Agricultural Interests. 

$. We recognize that the ag- 
ricultural interests of this land 
did splendid service during the 
war in providing food, not only 
for the people of our own land, 
but for the people of other lands 
as well. Agriculture is a basic 
industry and we favor the enact- 
ment of such laws as wil) en- 
courage, protect and develop 
that great industry to the end 
, that it may continue to be, as 
‘it has ever been, the great 
reservoir of the wealth, citizen- 
or and patriotism of our coun- 
ry. 
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Suffrage for Women. 

10. In this, the first conven- 
tion held by the Democrats of 
this State wherein the women 
have participated upon equal 
terms, we express our sincere 
Satisfaction that equal suffrage 
has been and is being extended 
to the women of this land. We 
call the attention of the women 
of the State who are now for 
the first time participating ex- 
tensively in the affairs of gov- 
ernment to the fact that. so far 
as the Missouri Democracy is 
concerned, the door has been 
swung wide open and the Demo- 
cratic State Committee has in- 
vited them to participate in our 
convention upon equal terms 
with men, not only as to the 
right to vote, but also as to the 
representation accorded to them. 
In this connection, and as exem- 
plifying the attitude of the Dem- 
ocratic and Republican parties, 
respectively, on this subject, we 
invite a comparison of the ac- 
tion of Republican committees 
and Republican conventions and 
Democratic committees on this 
matter. It is our confident hope 
and belief that with the assist- 
ance of the women voters, which 
we cordially and earnestly in- 
vite, better laws can be passed 
and more effectively enforced, 
looking to an equality on the 
part of the women with men in 
hours of work and in amount of 
pay; in bettering schoo! condi- 
tions, obtaining more efficient

Argentine Exchange Rises. 

“Sterling exchange moved ina 
manner which indicated light trading 
and quick response to any consider- 
able transactions, either purchases or 
sales. The rate advanced from yes- 
terday’s closing of $3.87% to $3.891,4. 
thén declined abruptly to $3.874,, Ex- 
change moved adversely to France. 
In 8Ome respects the most interesting 
mevement of the day was the rise in 
exchange on Argentina to a rate more 
uifavorable to New York than any 
reached this year. Exchange on 
Japan was slightly easier. 

“Bearing on foreign trade condi- 
tions, the Bradstreet figures of wheat 
exported from toth American coasts 
this week, shows decrease 
than one half from the week before, 
and a total export thus far in April 
of fess than 16,000,000 bushels as com- 
pared with 23,000,000 last year. The 
recent trade estimate of existing 
stocks of wheat throughout the com- 
mercial world was less by 165,000,000 
bushels than in April of 1919. This 
decrease was almost wholly in the 
supplies of North America and Aus- 
tralia. It left the world’s existing 
total much the smallest for this time 
of year since 1916, just after Europe's 
unprecedented purchases of the first 
war year, and just before our own 
high record producing season. 


Decrease in Currency. 


“The statement of the Bank of 
France was interesting as showing 
further decrease of $2,150,000 last 
week in the outstanding currency, the 
total being now $194,000,00 below the 
year’s high figure of March 11. The 
change is more significant when com- 
pared with the increase of $148,090.- 
000 in the corresponding period last 
year and of $320,000,000 during the 
fame weeks of 1918. As a matter of 
fact, the outstanding circulation is, 
now very considerably less than at 
the end of December, something 
which has not been true of this par- 
ticular time of year since the war be- 
gan. . Our own Treasury's monthly 
report on money actually in circula- 
tion In the United States, shows a 
total decrease of $29,466,000 during 
March. This resulted chiefly from 
$98,295,000 decrease in gold coin and 
certificates, of which, however, the 
Federal Reserve increased its hold- 
ings more than $24,000,000. Reserve 
notes in circulation increased $44,- 
797,000.”

| A PUSSYFOOT RESOLUTION, 


The State Democratic convention was clear and 
definite with regard to its attitude towards Senator 
Reed. It threw him out of the party. Exercising 
/the power which Democratic conventions, have al- 
ways held, frequently in reserve, it rejected his elec- 
| tion as a delegate from the Kansas City district. 

Whatever opinion may be held of the manner in 
which Senator Reed has been eliminated from his 
party, it cannot be denied by his most ardent admir- 
ers that he earned the hostility of the convention, 
not alone by his uncompromising opposition to the 
League of Nations, but by his bitter assaults on the 
President and his administration. 

The convention was clear and definite enough on 
the League of Nations, approving the League and 
the attitude of Mr. Wilson and his supporters on 
reservations. 

It was clear and definite in its attitude on the sub- 
ject of soldier compensation. It approved the whole 
program of the ex-service men, including the full 
bonus demanded for the time of service, although 
it is impossible to see how this complete program 
can be reconciled with the convention’s demand for 
economy and reduced taxation. 


The convention took a clear and definite attitude 


of approval of William J. Bryan, although it is diffi- 
cult to see how it can reconcile its expressed view 


of peace treaty reservations with Mr. Bryan’s direct 
conflict with the President on the Lodge reserva- 
tions. Doubtless Mr. Bryan’s dryness condoned all 
of his sins. 

On other questions the resolutions contained fine 
generalities, particularly on the issue of self-govern- 
ment and states rights in connection with Federal 
prohibition.

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EDGE LAW FOREIGN TRADE BANES. 

A foreign trade bank with $5,000,000 capital is 
urged in the recommendations adopted by the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Association. 

The first of these foreign banks to be established 
in the United States has just been organized in the 
East by banks in Massachusetts, Connecticut, New 
York State and Pennsylvania, with a capital of $2,- 
100,000. The new Edge law, under which it is incor- 
porated, places these banks under the’ general control 
of the Federal Reserve Board and provides that their 
capital shall not be less than $2,000,000, of which 25 
per cent must be paid in at once and the rest in 10 
per cent monthly installments. All their directors 
must be American citizens; they shall not receive 
deposits or in fact engage in any business in the 
United States except deposits and business incidental 


to foreign trade, and they shall not trade in commodi-/| 


ties or attempt to control prices directly or indl- 
rectly. 

They may hold stock in foreign but not domestic 
corporations and may issue notes or debentures, but 
are subject to the usual banking restrictions govern- 
ing loans and must be examined at least once a 
year. 

A number of the resolutions of the Valley Associa-

With a.few glittering generalities on the principles of 
the founders of the Democratic party and individual 
rights, it tiptoed and pussyfooted around the real 
issue which the eighteenth amendment and the Vok 
stead act have created.

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NTH-DEGREE FANATIOISM. 

The intolerant fanaticism embodied in the Vol- 
stead act is well illustrated by the regulation with 
regard to the prescribing of liquor as a medicine by 
doctors and its sale through prescriptions by drug- 
gists. In these cases liquor is used, not as a bever- 
age, but as a medicine. 

John F. Kramer, Federal Prohibition Commission- 
er, has ruled that doctors can issue only 100 liquor 
prescriptions in three months and druggists can ob- 
tain only 400 gallons of high-proof spirits, equiva- 
lent to 800 gallons of whisky, in a year. 

The doctor may have bona fide patients requiring 
more than 100 prescriptions in three months, and the 
druggists may have bona fide prescriptions requir-

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$1.42 EAOH FOR 8ST. LOUIS BABIBES. 

Of 1000 infants under 1 year of age, from 100 to 110 
die on an average throughout the United States. Ten 
years ago, 114 out of each thousand died in St. Louis 
and six years ago 103. In 1919 only 75.3 died in this 
city, the lowest rate recorded {n any large American 
city. 

A part of this excellent showing is due to {m- 
proved health work during the last three years, espe- 
clally during the last year, when private persons con- 
tributed $8000 for the establishing of Well Baby clin- 
ics at eight new health centers, to supplement three 
already existing, two conducted by the city and one 
by a medical school. The understanding on which 
this $8000 was provided was that the city would 
assume the responsibility this year for the main- 
tenance of the eight clinics. Is this understanding 
to be carried out? It will require about $20,000 in 
addition to the usual appropriation of $27,000 for 
child welfare work and budget difficulties are now as- 
signed as an excuse for withholding the increase. 
The additional amount should be given, even if it 


been demonstrated. Germany and Austria have been 
rendered harmless; war with Great Britain or France 
is hardly a possibility. Japan alone gives cause for 
uneasiness. Yet the proper defens® against Japan is 
on the sea, where the United States is already su- 
perior. And our new naval estimates call fora per- 
sonnel of 260,000 men and officers, more than double 
the pre-war standard. $ 

One may well ask why, in these times, with 2,500,000 
trained soldiers in civilian life, the United States needs 
'@ standing army of practically 300,000 men? What 
service are all these soldiers going to perform? Aren’t 
they needed on the farms and.in the workshops in cre- 
ative effort? And why all these added millions to 
the army appropriations when the ‘expenses of the 
Government are five times the peace rate, with a 
floating debt of $3,500,000,000? 

Senator Reed made a constructive suggestion when 
he urged a reduction of the army to 150,000 or 200,000, 
with supplemental measures looking to the rehabill- 
tation of the National Guard in the respective states. 
The National Guard has been practically destroyed. 
It fs said now to contain lessthan 40,000 men. As 
& vital institution of the states it is in danger of 
disappearing. There were 17 divisions of the Na- 
tional Guard in France. Under the law permitting 
their use abrodd their organizations were to be kept 
intact “wherever practicable,” but this qualification 
was construed to justify the dismemberment of these 
bodies and their allocation with the national army. 
Upon mustering out hardly any organizations were 
left. : 

Since Congress has voted down universal training, 
the logical alternative is to build up the state guard 
forces as the next best reservoir upon which to draw. 
A huge standing army controlled by the Federal]
